Guest Speaker - Ms. J. Boyle 


It is my great pleasure and honour to be with 
the honoured guests, the Harry Ainlay staff and 
the friends and family of the graduands as we 
celebrate, you, the class of 2009. Some of you 
I came to know because | had the pleasure of 
teaching you math or student leadership in your 
grade 10 or 11 year, some of you I know because 
we worked together on school events, some of 
you | know because we traveled together to 
Spain and France last year, some of you | know 
because | saw you in the halls regularly or be- 
cause | worked with your friends on projects and 
you helped out and then there are some of you | 
do not know. But! did meet all of you when you 
came to Link Crew in August of 2006. 

To think that it was only three short summers 
ago that you were crammed into the Harry Ain- 
lay theatre watching video presentations of what 
your life would be like as a Titan and meeting 
your new administration and student council for 
the first time. Some of you were excited, some 
of you were scared, some of you were worried, 
and some of you pretended to be all cool and dis- 
interested; but all of you had hopes and dreams 
for what your high school experience would be. 

I had the pleasure of speaking to you then and | 
asked you to consider what you wanted for your 
three year journey at Ainlay. | told you then there 
were only three kinds of people in the world: 
Those who make things happen, those who 
watch things happen and those who. wonder 
what happened. | challenged you to take advan- 
tage of all the amazing things your high school 
offered you in terms of academics, athletics, the 
arts and student activities. My hope for you then 
was that when you arrived at this, your Com- 
mencement night, you would be able to look 
back at all your éxperiences whether positive or 
negative and be able to say “VWow! | am so glad 
I got involved” rather than “If only I...” or “I wish 
I had...” If you were one of those people who 
made things happen, good for youl If you were 
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one of the other two kinds of people, it’s time to 
get moving! 

You are here at your commencement and the 
word itself is one we get from the French word 
that means “to begin.” So, although it is end of 
your time in high school, it is also the beginning of 
the next part of your journey. The time is now; 
not later in some far distant future but now to 
make things happen and pursue your dreams. 

Remember back to when you were little and 
you dreamed about what you wanted to be 
when you grew up? You wanted to be a bal- 
lerina or an actor because you loved to dance or 
loved to pretend; you wanted to be a veterinar- 
ian because you loved animals; you wanted to 
be a mom or a dad because you loved little kids 
or you wanted to be a police officer, a doctor or 
a teacher because they helped people. Those 
dreams had nothing to do with money or status 
or what others think of as success. 

So on this night of celebration | challenge you: 
pause for a moment and think about your cur- 
rent dreams. Do they offer you the energy and 
joy you felt about your childhood dreams? If not, 
why not? Whose dreams are they really? You 
receive a lot of pressure from us, your teachers 
and parents, to go in a particular direction be- 
cause we want so much for you: we hope you 
are successful and have a well-paying career and 
experience stability and security in your life. But 
your life and your dreams belong to you, not us. 

So...know these two things: First, that your 
dreams should bring you both a fulfilling and 
satisfying life as well as make life better for oth- 
ers neither of which is solely based on money or 
success; if your current dreams do not energize 
and inspire you, it is time to dream new dreams. 

Secondly, it is never too late and will never be 
too late to pursue your dreams. 

Whatever path you take will bring you unique 
challenges, joys, knowledge and understanding. 
And you will bring all of that with you to the 
next fork in the road where you get to decide 
yet again which path to choose, which dream to 
follow. No knowledge, learning or work is ever 
wasted because all of your experiences help you 
to grow as a human being; they help shape and 
prepare you for that which is to come. 

When | heard that your theme is “Remember 
the Dream” | couldn’t help but think of Dr. Mar- 


tin Luther King, Junior and his dream for our 


world. As | watched on television the recent 
inauguration of U.S. President Barack Obama, 
I heard a commentator talk about a t-shirt that 


a boy was wearing; on the front was a picture of Dr. 
King with his famous words “I have a dream” and on 
the back a picture of President Obama and the words 
“lam the dream.” He is the symbol of hope that what 
was thought to be impossible is, in fact, quite possible — 
that people can rise to the challenge to look beyond the 
superficial and judge solely on the content of one’s char- 
acter. Again, it is what you say and do that is important; 
what are you doing with what you have been given? 

From the bible’s “Of whom much is given, much will 
be expected” to the Arabian proverb that says “If you 
have much, give of your wealth; if you have little, give of 
your heart” to Uncle Ben in Spiderman who tells Peter 
Parker that “With great power comes great responsibil- 
ity” great philosophers, sacred texts and literature of all 
kinds remind us that our gifts, talents and dreams are 
not merely our own or for our own self-interest but are 
inextricably tied to others. 

Each of you has been gifted with your own unique 
combination of talents and attributes. You did nothing 
to earn or acquire them — you have them because they 
are part of your genetic make-up; you were born with 
them. You had no control over how intelligent, beauti- 
ful, athletic, artistic, creative, communicative or kind you 
naturally are. Being smart or good at sports or a great 
singer means nothing if you have done nothing with that 
talent to nurture it and then share it. Ask yourself: what 
am | doing now to develop my gifts and to use them to 
build people up, to serve others, to make our world a 
better place? 

So, as you celebrate tonight and tomorrow night and 
then prepare for your final and diploma exams in the 
weeks ahead — because, yes, you still have work to do 
to actually graduate — make sure you take some time to 
pause and reflect. 

Acknowledge your unique combination of gifts and 
talents, review what you have done and are doing to 
develop and nurture them, assess how you are using 
them in the service of others and ask yourself “What am 
I going to do now to pursue my dreams, to live up to the 


great dream of Dr. King and to make my world better so 
that anyone who knows or meets me can say that the 
world is better because | am in it?” And then go forth 
and share your dreams and talents with all of us. I can 
not wait to see all that you are going to become and do. 
You will be magnificent! 


Valedictorian Address- Mikaela Ediger 


Good evening fellow graduands, parents, staff 
members and guests. It is a tremendous honour 
to address you tonight as we celebrate the hard 
work of Harry Ainlay’s Graduating Class of 
2009. 


Janine made a really great introduction to my 
valedictory address, but whenever | get a grand 
introduction I’m always reminded of something 
that happened a couple of months ago. Some 
of my friends have this really annoying habit of 
introducing me to their friends by saying: “This 
is Mikaela. She’s really smart.” It’s a compliment 
for sure, but kind of a conversation-stopper. | 
don’t quite know what to say and there’s always 
this long, painfully awkward silence while the 
person I’m being introduced to wonders how 

to communicate with this “smart person” (does 
she speak English, or only Latin?) Each time 

this happened it got worse, until finally | knew 

I just had to fill the silence somehow. So | said 
the only thing that came to mind: “No, I’m not 
smart!” The girl to whom | was being introduced 
looked at me, paused, smiled and said “I know. 
Your shirt’s inside-out”. 


Telling that story was more than just a lame 
attempt to convince you that I’m human. | 
believe that celebrating the stories we've shared 
is perhaps more meaningful than comparing 
graduation to an important milestone on the jour- 
ney of life. When you're on a journey, you are 
travelling to a specific destination and when you 
reach that place, the journey is over. But stories, 
especially embarrassing ones, can live within us 
for years, shaping our worldview and guiding 
our actions. So when | hear the grad theme, 
“Remember the Dream”, | think about how 
when we leave here next month, we'll carry 
with us all the dreams and stories that we've 
collected in our years at Ainlay. 


So if life is a story, graduation would maybe be the end of 
one chapter. The chapter began, for most of us, on our 
first day of school. The plot grew more complex as we 
grew up; new characters and themes were introduced 
as we met new people and learned about the world 

that we live in. Three years ago we arrived at Ainlay, 
probably a little intimidated by the endless hallways and 
massive crowds.

This initiates a 5 day stand-off 
with the American Navy. The hostages are released after American 
Navy Seals kill three pirates. Somalia Somalian piracy is a rising prob- 
lem; the waters off the coast of the country are not properly moni- 
tored due to the country’s civil war. This not only means an influx 
of piracy, but also in illegal fishing and dumping by other countries. 


April 26, 2009- An outbreak of the HINI Virus (commonly known 
as “swine flu”) in Mexico causes the World Health Organization to 
raise the pandemic alert to Phase 5, indicating an “imminent” pandem- 
ic. Travel to Mexico comes to a halt. The virus is shown to be a mix- 
ture of strains found in humans, birds and pigs, and is thought to have 
originated somewhere in the United States. Cases of the flu are con- 
firmed around the world, including Canada. The majority of deaths 
from the flu occur in Mexico, though Canada also reports fatalities.
